London, Oct. 20—Baron Hayashi, the 


Japanese minister, utterly discredits 
the sensational report current last 
night and this morning that two Japan- 
ese divisions had sustained a crushing 
defeat at the hands of the Russians. 
Nothing the minister asnerts has been, 
received which in the least indicated 
that any such disaster had befallen any 
01 the Japanese troops. The ftrst re- 
port of this rumored dispatch was re- 
ceived by the Exchange Telegraph 
company and stated that rumor had it 
that 12,000 Japanese had been taken 
prisoners. A little later tne Reuter 
Telegram company had a like report 
of Japanese reverse. The Reuter peo- 
ple based their statement on a private 
dispatch received in London. No con- 
firmation from any source is obtain- 
able. 


FORCES PREPARING FOR BATTLE

It is al- 
ready known that all of three corps in 
the Vilna government will be included 
in General Grippenberg's army, but as 
those troops are included in what is 
known as Russia's third line " of de- 
fense, the fact has not attracted much 
attention. It no,w dej^logg^that the 
fnre~5rigMe =r"pTotsk. in 'the govern- 
ment of Tschenstoehova, directly OK 
the frontier, is mobilizing. In the best 
informed diplomatic circles it is be^ 
lieved that nothing in tbe shape of a 
treaty between Russia and Germany 
has been committed to 'writing, but 
there 'is simply a mutual personal un- 
derstanding between the twq sover- 
eigns covering this point, and, some 
believe, going much further. 


The heavy rains and impassable 


roads have compelled a suspension of 
operations in Manchuria. There is evi- 
dence of a new disposition of tbe 
forces on both sides. General Ktiro- 
patkin is extending his right, whether 
with a view to a turning movement 
for the safety of Lone Tree hill, the 
importance of which is fully realized 
by the Japanese, who have attempted 
to retake it in two night attacks, or 
whether to meet and thwart a Jap- 
anese turning movement from the 
west, has not yet developed. The Jap- 
anese also appear to be shifting 
weight to the westward.

John Jones in 


South America pays $20 for a sewing 
machine, while John Jones living in 
the United States pays ?27 for the 
same machine bought of the same 
American manufacturer. The national 
Republican leaders are asking- the 
state leaders to talk upon state issues 
and for God's sake leave national is- 
sues alone. Democrats say well and 
good. We will meet them anywhere; 
therefore I will devote my remarks to 
state issues. The severest criticism 
which I have heard and the severest 
condemnation of the last general as- 
sembly and Governor Herrick's ad- 
ministration have been made by the 
Republicans themselves. There are 
many things which the governor can- 
not explain. 


Legistative Extravagance. 


The balance sheet of the Republican 


administration at the end of the ses- 
sion of the general assembly showed 
that the appropriations for the ensu- 
ing year were $600,000 more than ever 
before. A review of the field does not 
disclose any extraordinary reason for 
the tremendous increase and it is a 
safe statement to make that the ad- 
ministration will be put to severe 
straits to account for it. 
The rec- 


ords of the same general assembly, 
written by Republicans, show that 
there was appropriated a million dollars 
more than the estimated income. When 
this situation was presented to Governor 
Herrick he sent a special message to the 
law makers giving the amount of rev- 
enues expected and vehemently insisted 
that the appropriations should be scaled 
so as to be equal to or less than the 
income. The response of this "business- 
like" body was not a reduction, but an 
actual increase In the amount of the ap- 
propriations. -As a final result Governor 
Herrick was forced to veto $450,000 of 
appropriation items. 
This is absolutely 


the worst record ever made in a finan- 
cial way by any general assembly that 
has ever sat in Ohio, and surely cannot 
be held up as an example of "wise, 
economical and patriotic" administration 
or T,-hich we hear so much. 


Invaded the Grave For Revenue. 


Further examination of the record dis- 


closes the fact that outside of the elev- 
enth hour slashing of the governor, no 
effort was made to reduce the expenses 
Of any departments of the state. Every- 
where an increase is shown in money and 
new offices. 
It would have been bus- 


iness like to have reduced expenses, but 
following the general policy of the Re- 
publican party, state and national, the 
administration looked around for 
fresh 


sources of taxation. The result of their 
work we find in the inheritance tax. a 
measure -which -n-as denounced on tho 
floor of the general assembly by many of 
the leading members of the Republican 
party as iniquitous, vicious and unneces- 
sary. It may be truly said that having 
taxed everything: on land ajid water the 
Republican party invaded the grave for 
fresh revenue and wrung from the widow 
and orphan the money to keep up this 
gigantic machine. 


Salaries Raised. 


In the last campaign much boast inff 


was indulged in over the action of the 
Republican administration in reducing 
the state levy for the maintenance of the 
general 
fund; 
and 
many 
misleading 


Statements have been made concerning 
it. It is true that a reduction was mad", 
as stated "by the Republicans, but on the 
other hand the same general assembly 
and its successor, through its extrav- 
agance, have placed burdens upon the 
taxpayers which more than four times 
offset this reduction. 
Included in tlies° 


new burdens are the increased salaries 
for the judiciary, the increased expenses 
of the house and senate, the increase] 
appropriation for general purposes and 
the increased expense of every depart- 
ment of 
the state government. 
The 


action of the Republican party is highly 
reminiscent of the miserly father 
was accustomed to bribing his little son 
to go to bed by giving him a penny and 
taking it away from him in the morning 
so as to use it over again the next night. 


In the matter of the judicial expense. 


there was added to the pay roll of th» 
common Pleas judges 
$1x0,000. 
Tn 10 


years nearly $2.000.000. 
Members of the 


Republican supreme court are on record 
In the statement that there are now al- 
ready too many judges of this character 
in the state for the amount of business 
to be transacted. 
Through the rippi:ig 


up of old districts in order that placet 
may be provided for political workers 
the already small amount of work per- 
formed by some of these judges was re- 
duced while their compensation in ever} 
case was increased. 
The circuit judgc.-% 


were given an increase of $48.000 a year 
At the present time the circuit judges 
and the attorney general are in a dispute 
as to when the increased compensatioi 
will take effect, the judges demanding 
it at once. 


New Offices. 


In -addition to these increases posi- 


tions have been created for official steno- 
graphers in even.' county at salaries that 
judges once envied. 
Bailiffs who were 


once paid $2 per diem during the term 
of court, now receive from 
$1,200 to 


Sl.SOO a. year. In addition places for as- 
sistant prosecuting attorneys, interpre- 
ters, law librarian and secret service men 
have been created at salaries far in ex- 
cess cf a just amount for the work to be 
performed. The salaries of the state of- 
ficers were also increased.

Six Hundred Dollar* a Day. 


On the Uny that the Republican cau<-u» 


met 30 porterships at $3.50 a day were 
distributed among the members of the 
house. 
This would amount to $105 for 


sweeping and dusting the hall and com- 
mittee rooms in the house of representa- 
tives each day. But they did not stop 
there. 
The porters being pnlitk-i:fi.« and 


men of note !n their respective counties, 
declined to perform the menial work of 
sweeping, dusting and cleaning spittoons. 
Instead a fund was created and two col- 
ored men were employed to perform this 
work. In due time the porters objected 
to contributing to the fund ar.-l the col- 
ored men were placed on the pay roll, 
making a total of "2 porters or $HC a 
day for the work mentioned. In aildi- 
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at $10 per day, 1? assistant clerks at $3 
per day. 16 stenographers at $5 per day. 
a sergenat-at-arms and eight assistants 
at the same amount. 13 pages at $2.50 
a day and four doorkeepers and cloak- 
room attendants at $".30 a day. the whole- 
maing a total of about SIM a day. Nor 
was the situation any better in the sen- 
ate. 
Their record shows that there are 


33 members of that body and the pny 
roll for clerks and porters discloses the 
interesting facts that 43 presons wore 
employed at salaries ranging from $2.30 
to $10 per day to attend to their neeus. 
These salaries continued during vaca- 
tions. Sundays and holidays. 


Had the general assembly been In- 


clined toward honest admonistration. two 
days of this graft would have paid th"r 
vetoed appropriation for the benefit of 
the state horticultural society; four days 
would have paid the vetoed appropria- 
tion for the benefit of the State Dairy- 
men's association, and a few days more 
would have paid for the experimental 
farm -work which had been planned for 
the state. It would have taken but little 
from this immense fund to have settled 
the just claim of a farmer boy from 
Henry county who lest his arm at the 
State university. 


The Empty Sleeve. 


The bill appropriating $2,500 set aside 


by the general assembly in his favor was 
vetoed by Governor Herrick among the 
others in order that the expenses might 
not outweigh the income of the state. 
The one-armed farmer boy had not help- 
ed Mr. Guilbcrt and Mr. Laylin set a 
third term. The governor has given his 
consent for him to go to the poor house. 


Xenia Scandal. 


Nor was this the only bad example set 


by the general assembly. The state is 
still ringing with the scandal created.by 
some of its members at the home fbr the 
orphans of the soldiers and sailors of the 
Civil war at Xenia. A scape goat has 
been found for tills miserable deed, but 
the real perpetrators have never been 
visited with the punishment that is dua 
them. 
Providing they all favor third 


terms their sins are forgiven. 
Five Hundred Thousand Dollars a Year. 


One of the greatest increases to the 


taxpayers springs from the act requiring 
all public officials and persons appointed 
to fiduciary capacities by the courts to 
give surety bonds signed by corporationp 
engaged in that business. There was no 
general demand for this measure, and it 
certainly 
can be believed that many 


members had no idea of the magnitude 
of the cost that'it would entail upon the 
public. Taking a small rural county aa 
a basis the minimum cost will be $500,- 
000 a year, and striking a general aver- 
age it can be predicted that the real 
cost will be nearly double this. 
This 
does not include the bonds for municipal, 
township and school officers, nor the ex- 
pense to the estates of deceased persons 
for the bonds of persons appointed aa 
executors, administrators and trustees. 
The total cost can only be figured in the 
millions. 
In some parts of the state 


where the workings of this infamous 
piece of legislation has become oppress- 
ing relief "has been demanded of the 
courts, and a getn»ral cry is going up 
that it be wiped from the statute books^ 
Much scandal attended the passage of 
this act from the reason that it was we!! 
known that members of the general as- 
sembly- and state officers were interested 
in certain of 
these corporations whc 


hoped to profit by the passage of the 
bill. 
Salary Bill. 


One of the great sins of omission ol 


this non-bus-'iness like general assembly 
was the failure to enact a general fee 
and salary bill in response to the demand 
from every county in the state. Outraged 
members arosa In their seats and de- 
nounced the presence upon the floor of 
both houses of hired lobbyists who were 
there to prevent the. enactment of any 


legislation looking tow-trd th« relief of! 
taxpayers. 
Two years ago the organized

Another Graft. 


Apparently not satisfied with the action 


of the general assembly i" fniiing to pass 
a general fee and salary act. the -ounty 
officials -went further in their demands. 
During the closing dsiys n bill was passed 
under a suspension "f the rule? which 
has the effect of farming out the collec- 
tion of all delinquent taxes to private 
persons in every county ir. the state. 
Hitherto for many years there has been 
a law upon the statute books authorlr- 
ins the employment hv th" county com- 
missioners of a tax inquisitor to sp"!< 
out personal property which had not b"--»i 
placed upon the duplicate ami to brinsr 
it to the attention of the county auditor. 
For this work the inrniisitor is entitled to 
receive an amount not ir. excess of 23 
per cent of the taxes collected. 
The 


law enacted last winter extends this pro- 
vision to all kinds of delinquent tax;s 
and assessments. The power of employ- 
ing this inquisitor i? lodged with the 
treasurer, subject to the approval of the 
county commissioners. 
The enactment 


of a statute of this kinrl puts a premium 
on delinquency and dishonesty, and in- 
stead of increasing: the income of the 
counties it is liable to decrease them. 
The workings of the personal tax inquis- 
itorial law has shown that by collusion 
the taxpayer, the inquisitor, the county 
treasurer and the county commissioners 
all derive a profit from it at the expense 
of the county. 
The tax inquisitor pro- 
poses to the taxpayer that he shall per- 
mit his taxes to become delinquent, the 
advantage being that he can have the 
use of his money until such times as 
called upon. 
At the proper time the 


penalty is added and the tax injuisitor 
proceeds to have the sross amount placed 
upon the duplicate. The taxpayer hands 
over the money. . The tax inquisitor is 
allowed 25 per cent of the gross amount. 
The penalty is returned to the taxpayer, 
who is nothing out of pocket, and the 
balance is divided between the inquisitor 
and his friends at the. court house. For 
example: 
Mr. A"s. tuxes are ?l,00n. If 
he pays when due the treasurer gets no 
extra fee. The treasurer asks Mr. A to 
allow his taxes to-become delinquent. 
Mr. A does so. At the, end of six months 
or a year the treasurer demands payment 
and adds 10 per cent penalty. Mr. A pays 
$1,100. The county treasurer gets 25 per 
cent for collecting, which amounts to 
$275. He pays Mr. A back his $100 pen- 
alty and still hns a net profit of ?175 for 
collecting delinquent taxes. 
The treas- 
urers in several of the laree counties are 
Undoubtedly very grateful to Mr. tJuil- 
bert" and l^aylin for having had this law 
enacted.

care was excised in drafting this bill to 
prevent the prosecuting attorney from 
being; employed by the county treasurer 
or commissioners to peform the work. 


Chapman Law. 


Another of the cl-ief iniquities that can 
be laid at the clo'jr of the general as- 
sembly was the passage of the Chapmai 
law wiping out spring elections. 
It will 


be remembered that the outraged mem- 
bers of the Republican party in both 
house and senate protested long and vig- 
orously against being; compelled to vote 
for this measure, and the records are 
tilled with their expressions of loathing 
and contempt for l>oth the men that erm- 
ccived it ami the measure itsr-lf.
